EDITORIAL CORRES PONDENCE 

San Antonio, Texas, April 4, lft07. 

Tbe Missious! 

Ka^ter Day I maile a pilgrimage to these 
milestoueti of civili/.ation and chriatianizatioD. 
There are four of them — the First and Second 
in fair condition for "ruins," bat the remain* 
ing two not so irell preserved nor interefting. 
All were boilt'by the Franoisean Monks in the 
early part of the Eighteenth Century, when 
Texas was a Spanish possession. Their erec- 
tion was a stupendous task, as the materials, 
chiefly stuall stones and cement, had to be 
gathered from long distances, in which tbe 
Monks welt! aided l)y friendly Indians. They 
are located at intervals of about two miles, and 
were formerly conneoted by tunnels long since 
filled np. 

The First Mission, built in 1734, is within 
the city limits, and the original Chapel, altar 
and seats are so well preserved tkat services 
are held there at stated periods. Like the 
Alamo, the walls of these Missions are fonr 
feet thick, rendering them invulnerable to at- 
tacks from Inditnt, hat a poor defense in mod- 
ern warfare. The nnmerical order of these 
structuras has no bearing en their ag^ as they 
are reckoned as they were reached by tl^e 
traveler between San Antonio and Mezioo. 
Aside from the Chapel, the habitable; portions 
of the First Mission are occupied by an old 
German who condnots a dairy and conserva- 
tory, scooping not a little backsheesh from 
tourists; but on the occasion of my visit he 
had surroanded and captured so much Easter 
egg-dye, that he couldn't tell whether the Mis- 
sion was built by Saint Peter or my good 
friend Father Jones! 

The Second, or San Jose Mission, built in 
1711, the largest <uid by Ux tb^ most iot^rost- 



ing of the chain, is in charge of a conrteoue 
and intelligent Mffxioan geQtleoMU|)» wbQ \$^\m 
some pains to ''show one through" in return 
for the modest admission feei of 10 cents. Thia 
immense structure, some 200 X 800 feet, with 
fifteen acres of adjacent land, was originally 
surrounded by a heavy stone wall, juts of which 
are still to ^ seen, tbe main portion having 
years ago been sold for road-making pai^Be» 
— commercialism thus permeating even sacred 
things. Immediately fronting the Mission — or 
Church — proper, is a Mniall burial plat, then a 
huge adobe (iraiuiry where the farm j)roduct8 
wer* stored for safe keej)ing. In rear and to 
the South of tbe Cburfli, but under the same 
roof, were tbe Convent, school and dining-rooniH, 
and to thi.s day i.s preserved the old-fashioned 
baking oveu. On the South, also, is a .smill 
room and altar where the neighboring Mexi- 
cans worship. The carved doui leading into 
this room is a marvel of workmanship, said to 
be without a rival, 6ven in the Old World." 
But the glory of San Jose finds fullest expres- 
sion in its lofty faoady, surmounted with nu- 
merous life-sized statues and ekborate carvings 
that occupied for more than a year a famous 
sculptor oommissipned by the King of Spain to 
do the wo^k. That these old fellows did thck 
duty well is evidenced by ezampUe ol red anqi. 
blue paint which still brighten onter portions 
of this mMsiye pile, despite exposure to the 
•niMl^ine ud storms of nearly two oentariMti 
As one gt^ in wonderment upon these mag- 
nificent mios, the thought npjbiddejD comjss, 
mat of the faitlifnl and se)f-iaarifldng. baild-^.
